PAUL ARMSTRONG DEAD; 


FAMED AS PLAY WRITER. 


Former Captain of Lake Vessels 
Succumbs to Heart Attack After 


~Paul 
Armstrong, the playwright, died tonight 
in his apartment of heart disease, from 
which he had been a sufferer for some 
time, Two months ago he underwent 
treatment at Johns Hopkins hospital for 
enlargement of the heart, and his death 
was expected at that time. 

He had been downtown in the afternoon 
to meet hia wife, who was Mise Cather- 
ine Calvert, his leading woman in “ The 
Deep Purple,” and was returning to his 
home With her and his year old son when 
he was seized with a fainting spell. He 
died soon after reaching the house, de- 
spite the efforts of two physicians. 

Mr. Armstrong was born in Kidder, 
Mo., on April 25, 1869. He began life as a 
sailor on the great lakes and eventually 
became master of a steamer. After he 
quit the water he came to New York and 
became @ newspaper sporting writer, sub- 
sequently taking up the writing of plays. 

His first success was “ The Heir to the 
Hoorah,”’ produced in 1904. In connection 
with thie, production he was recently 
found guilty of plagiarism from a story 
written by Henry J. W. Dam, a former 
newspaper friend of Armstrong. 

He then wrote “ Salomy Jane,"’ in which 
Mise Bieanor Robson (Mre. August Bel- 


mont) starred, and was part author of 
“Via Wireless.” With Rex Beach he 
wrote “Going Some” and with Wilson 
Mizner “The Deep Purple" and “ The 
Greyhound.”

sion of all forces from Austrian 
territory, but in the general strategy of 
the maneuvers they believe there are 
indications that the German offensive in 


the east is about to end. 


In a word, the observers think that as 
soon ag the Russians are driven out of 
the last bit of Austrian territory the com- 
bined Teutonic forces will be ready to 
rest on their victories and gather new 
strength for offensive movements else- 
where. They also are relying on the 
Russian equiroctial Beason, which be- 
gine late in October, and the approach of 
winter to limit the further forward move- 
ment of the Teutons, . 


Russians Given No Respite. 

But this theory is not well supported 
by the continued aggressiveness of the 
German operations in the north. Since 
the collapse of the Kovno-Brest Litovek 
line of defense the Russians have not 
been given a moment In which to catch 
their breath, but have been forced con- 
tipually backward, until it would appear 
that the Germans intend to drive them 
if possible into their next prepared line 
of defense, which pnesumably runs 
through Dwinsk, Wilma, and Pinsk to 
Dubne. 

‘Grodno apparently has been centered 
out for bombardment and its fall is ex- 
pected by the British observers by the 
end of the week. It is the last fortified 
point of importance of the Kovno-Brest 
LAtovesk line. 

Overcome Forest and Marshes. 

While the forest region northeast of 
Brest Litoysk seems to be serving but 
poorly as a barrier to the German ad- 
vance, the military movements further 
south in Galicia and just north of Galicia 
in Poland indicate that the Teutons are 
seeking to drive their opponents through 
the Pripet marshes and into the fortified 
positions at Luzk, Dubno, and Rovno. 

These places, forming a triangle after 


fortifications, were built to ward off any 
attempt at invasion from Galicie. Bast 
of Wiadimir-Wolinsky the Germans and 
Austrians seem to be making rapid prog- 
ress towards Luzk, while from the south- 
east they are driving the Russians back 
towards Dubno and Rovno. 
Renew Offensive in North. 

Perhaps the fact that the Germans 
under Field Marshal von Hindenburg 
have stationed themselves in the region 
surrounding the bridgehead south of 
Friedrichstadt ia as of much importance 
as any other gains indicated in today's 
official news from Berlin. The capture of 
Friedrichstadt would mean the immedi- 
ate severance of the mallroad running 
south from Riga to Dwinsk, an achieve- 
ment which would be a serious blow to the 
defense of Riga, and which would menace 
the safety of the Russian forces in that 
region. 

Berlin lays emphasis on the statement 
that the German forces along the Dvina 
river in Courland have renewed their ac- 
tivities, which were brought to a sudden 
halt recently with the success of the Rus- 
sians in holding Riga as a menace to Von 
Hindenburg 6 rear. 

Berlin Reports Further Gains. 

BERLIN, Aig. 30.—German forces have 
made a further advance on the Russian 
fortress of Grodno, the only fortified posi- 
tion mear the German border which still 
remains in possession of the Russians

Miss Davis would recover soon, but said 
that the bullet only missed by an inch 
of being deadly. Migs Davis said she 
would not only not prosecute Herman, 
but felt eure that his deed was one of 
jealousy, and she loves him all the more.

Although the administration has been 
attempting to conceal the fact, it is pub- 
lic knowledge that for some months it 
has been grooming F. B. Lynch, Demo- 
cratic national committeeman from Min- 
nesota, to succeed McCombs. Lynch was 
in Washington last week for a confer- 
ence with President Wilson and Secre- 
tary Tumulty. From here he went te 
New York to consult with leaders there. 

His visit was followed by a positive an- 
mnouncement from McCombs that under 
no condition would the national commit- 
tee chairman give up his job. McCombs 
further stated that he intended to put 
up a fight for re®lection to the chairman- 
ship and fully expected to win. 

The trouble between McCombs and the 
president is said to be due to the latter's 
‘failure to include McCombs in the cab- 
inet. McCombs managed President Wi!- 
son's pre-convention campaign in 1913 
and 1912. 


. McCombs and McAdoo Feud. 

Shortiy after the convention McCombs 
became {ll and William G. McAdoo, now 
- geeretary of the treasury, assumed 
charge of the campaign. Immediately 
after the selection of McAdoo for the 


is treasury post, however, it developed that

House, a large oil land owner, was work- 
ing in the interests of Standard Oil and 
Waters-Pierce. 

The effoits of the president's group of 
personal advisers here, to elevate Lynch 
to the chiarmanship in place of McCombs 
may be met with a hot fight in Minnesota. 

Joan Lind, former governor of that 
state, who is now being considered as 
the Democratic candidate for United 
States senator, was greatly displeased 
when the president did not see fit to in- 
vite him to participate in the Mexican 
peace conferences. 

Lind is strongly in favor of the recog- 
nition of Carranza. Lind was Preeident 
Wilson's first personal envoy to Mexico, 
It was largely dtie tod his advice that the 
American naval forces seized Vera Cruz

ences, he departed from Washington.

Work for Budget System. 

The liberal group at Albany are now 
seeking, to make this [budget] system 
part of their new state government. If 
their plan carries, the executive depart. 
ments at the beginning of eath session 
will present to the legislature an itemized 
schedule of the money needed to conduct 
the government for the succeeding year. 

The legisiature’s duty will be that of in. 
vestigation and veto. It may cali the gov- 
ernor and heads of departments before 
‘it, ask all kinds of explanations, and 
scrutinize the estimates item by item. It 
may reduce any estimate or all; the one 
thing it cannot do is to add to them. ry 

The fact that the legislature has this 
, power of veto gives the representatives of 
the people control of the purse strings.

I do not know that there is such a thing 
as @ meélarial temperament, but it ie 
known that mosquitoes are partial to 
some people, and in a district where e fair 
portion of the mosquitoes are infected 
with malaria I can see how one man coulé 
find himself more subject to mataria than 
others.

Take 
quinine in the same way for two days out 
of each week for six weeks. 

I have gone into details because it is 
the custom for men to treat themselves 
for maleria. But I advise you strongly 
to counsel with your physician when in- 
fected with malaria.

of favor. For it hasrarely been conferred 
upon any statesman in office, and the 
| knights thereof in Russia, other than the 

members of the reigning house, are few 
and far between—not more than about 
half a dozen, 

It is the Muscovite counterpart of the 
English order of the Garter and of the 
Austrian and Spanish Golden Fleece and 
was founded by Peter the Great In 169%. 
The insignia consists of a gold chain in 
which the Russian double eagle is the 
main feature, the image and cross of St. 
Andrew being represented on the star 
and jewel, with which a blue ribbon, re- 
sembling that of the English order of the 
Garter, is worn across the breast from 
shoulder to hip. 

Goremykin, who halls from the province 
of Novgorod, where his ancestors have 
been territorial magnates for many gen- 
erations, is in his seventy-seventh year, 
and when in 1913 he waa, on the retire- 
ment of Count Kokovtsoff, appointed to 
.the office of premier, it was generally un- 
derstood that his tenure thereof would 
be of a brief and purely temporary char- 
acter, pending the restoration to health of 
Minister of Agriculture Krivoshein, who 
was aniversally designated by court gos- 
sip and political and administrative 're- 
port as chosen by the czar to head the 
government.

Two years have elapsed since then, 
Krivoshein still rernains intrusted with 
the deatinies of the department of agri- 
culture, while Goremykin continues at 
the helm of the ship of state as premier, 
despite his age, amd it is because he hase 
shown himeelf so indefatigable, so re- 
gsourceful, and possessed of so much 
sound judgement, since the beginning of 
the present war, which has involved Rus- 
sia in the greatest crisis of her history, 
that he has just been honored by his 
sovereign with the order of &t.

A billion bushel wheat crop for the first 
yield of 600,000,000 bushels more than 
last year for the five leading grain crops 
of the country, and a large reduction in 
the cotton acreage are shown by the an- 
nual crop report complied by the Conti- 
nental and Commercial Nationa! bank. 

“The production of the five leading 
grain crops of the country surpasses last 
year's by over 600,000,000 bushels, and in 
the aggregate is the largest in the coun- 

s history, possibly net in average yieid 
per acre, but in gross amount, the increase 
in acreage giving the unusual record in 
production,” the report says. : 

Only Corn Orop Not Secured. 

“ The harvest of wheat end oats is com- 
pleted over two-thirds of the area, and 
the final stages of the ripening period 
have been passed in the northern portion 
of the country. Only the corn remains 
subject to about a month of growth; and 
the estimates of our correspondents are 
based on the harvests completed and 
under way, together with estimates of 
probable results of the growing crop 
based on the present condition, 

For the first time in the country’s his- 
tery the wheat crop topea billion bushels. 
The high prices of last year’s crop that 
Geveloped with the early weeks of the 
war, with the certainty that wheat would 
be needed in large quantities for export, 
caused the acreage of the fall sown wheat 
to be largely increased the country over. : 


Comparison of Wheat Yields. 

*“ Our reports show e total acreage of 
59,400,000 in wheat, a gain of nearly 6,000,- 
000 acres over last year. The'yteld is given / 
us as 1,008,070,000 bushels, comparing 
with the final government figures for last 
year of 891,000,000 bushels on the smaller 
area. The average yield per acreis about 
the same as last year, the increage being 
im the acreage. Winter wheat yields a 
total of 663,000,000 bushels, and spring 
wheat 840,000,000 bushels. There is a 
loss of two and one-half: bushels on the 
average yield of winter wheat and a gain 
of six bushels per acre in the apring wheat 
region. 3 | 

“ The winter wheat crop was matertally 
cut down by the bad harvest weather, 
and as a large percentage of the crop has 
not yet been thrashed some further loss 
may develop, but it is likely to be in the 
direction of quality rather than quantity. 
The crop will not be as good for milling 
purposes as usual, the rainy weather leav- 
ing an excess of moisture in the grain 


lower milling quality.” 


Large Amount for 

The report indicates this country will 
have available for export 420,000,000 bueh- 
els of wheat, compared to 380,000,000 bush- 
els actually exported last year, and says 
the country is practically in @ positien to 
feed all Durope if necessary. Other ex- 
porting countries have a large surplus 
this year, however, and it is intimated 
lower prices, with cheaper bread, will be 
the rule this year, compared to the ex- 
travagant values of last year. 

The report on oats is not so optimistic 
as some of the private advices, but indi- 
cates the second largest crop on record— 
1,352,000,000 bushels. The bad weather 
conditions caused a lower average yield 
in important states than in 1912, when 
there was a phenomenal yield of oate, 


Corn Acreage and Forecast, 

In corn the prospects depend largely 
on weather conditions the next month, 
the crop being still in the making. The 
corn crop has suffered from unfavorable 
weather conditions, practically 
out the growing season to date. The yield, 
according to present reports, is expected 
to be around 2,983,000,000 bushels on an 
acreage of 110,321,000 acres, —
